^ BapkgFQuAd and Summary of The Invention 
The use of phMograph-basedl^entification ("photo ID") systems is pervasive. Drivers' 
licenses^ passports, visW government emjrfoyee cards, immigration documents, and now, 
more frequently, credit cards and dash transaction/Cards carry a photograph of the card bearer 
for idfkification purposes, wfalfy industries retire that their employees carry photo ID on 
the job'. 

Fraudulent use "of photo^ID systenymay occur where, for example, an otherwise 
legitimate passport is modiped such thar the original photograph is swapped with that of 
another persoVthe^eJiy^eimbling the/other person to travel, at least temporarily, under the 
guise of the original passport holder. 

Even in the absence oLphotograph swapping or alteration, it is oftentimes difficult to 
confirm by inspection thaUne individual depicted in the photograph of the identification card 
is indeed the bearer of tile card.
